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The circumstances of the escape of 
Charles Kratz, now a fugitive on a charge 
of bribery, will be taken un at once by the 
April grandjury.

LATHROP, Mo., April 8&—What the 
Rothschilds are to continental Burope 
Lathrop is to Great Britain. This modest 
little Missouri town is today and has 
been for more than a year past furnish- 
ing the sinews that make tt possible for 
England to carry on the war in South At 
rica, 

If the British are violating the laws of 
neutrality at New Orleans there is a viola- 
tion of these laws in much greater degree 
in the State of Missouri. 


ENGLAND IN 

..bathrop is the central . in, the. United 
States for the coltection “of horses and 
mutes for the British guvernment: Last 
year the shipments from Lathrop amount- 
ed to 47,989 animals, horses and mules. 

The shipments will be more than three 
times as lafge this year if the Boer war 
goes on. All the horses and mules are 
shipped to South Africa via New Orleans. 

There are 5600 mules and horses here 
how belonging to the British government, 
ana before the end of the week the largest 
of them will have been added to 
the 72,690 that have already been shipped 
fron this place since the first of the year. 

Great Britain does not own this war 
material supply camp, but the Brittsh gov- 
ernment is as much in control of it as it 
is of its camps at Capetewn. 

The business is. all done through the 
agency of Guyton and Harrington, two en- 
terprising American horse dealers. Jf or 
the receipt, treatment and shipping of 
horses from this piace millions of dollars 
have been spent by the British govern- 
ment through the two American deaiers 
under whose’ names the trade is carricd 
on. 

Immense barns have been built and pa | 
acres of land have been yurenased. mure 
than 8000 acres of land have been leased, 

Major More, an English officer, is in 
eharge for the British government, 4s- 
sisted by ten British officers, including vct- 
erinary surgeons. One hundred and fifty 
men are employed at the barns and in 
and on the farms, and dosens of agents 
travel over the country buying horses an4 
mules. 

Two of the barns are 360 feet lon’ and 
160 feet wide. They have built stalis that 
are veritable palaces for the horses and 

mules brought here from all parts of the 


country. 
GATHERED FROM ALL STATES. 


The horses and mules shipped from here 
come from all parts of the country, Ohio 
on the east, Texas on the south, Arizona, 
Colorado and all the range country in the 
west and as far north as the northern im- 
its of lowa. 

Missouri furnishes the mules and many 
of the horses. Last year there was ex- 
pended from ~athrop $80,000 for hay and 
as much for corn and oats. This year it 
will be much more. At one time horses 
and mules were housed on the farms hers 
awaiting shipment. The animals are ino>- 
ulated to prevent disease before shipment. 
Lathrop is today the greatest market in 
the world for horses and mules.

When the ost-Dispatch reporter saw 
him it was 11 o’clock in the morning, and 
Van Stavern sat at a table playing cards 
in the corridor in front of the row of cells. 
The man who held a hand against him 
murdored a woman and a child the week 
before, and has not yet felt the heavy hand 
of Jersey justice. 

Van Stavern wore his usual hunted look, 
his lips drawn in tight, his obliquely set 
gray eyes shining underneath his heavy red- 
dish eyebrows. _ young priest walked 
slowly up and down, his arm linked in the 
arm of a third prisoner. 

Von Stavern sprang up like an aroused 
animal, threw his cards down and walked 
over to the bars. 

“How do I spend my time? Mostly on 
my knees, saying my prayers from morning 
till night,” he said, wrenching at the bars 
nervously. 

“What else is there for a fellow in my 
fix to do? You see, nothing else will do him 
any good. No, I’m not religious. Yes, I 
am now, of course, but only lately. In 
the morning as soon as I wake I fall on my 
knees. I do; the priest will tell you that. 
We all have to die? O, of course; every- 
body says that.

tion Indictments. 


FIRST INVESTIGATION FAILED 


FEBRUARY -GRANDJURY RE- 
TURNED TWO INDICTMENTS. 


Charges on Which the $250,000 
Steal was Investigated by Grand- 
juries Were Made by the 
Post-Dispath Four 
Years Ago. 


The report of the February grandjury, 
made to Judge Ryan last Saturday con- 
tained the following: 

“In many other cases it was shown 
that members of the assembly who, prior 


to their election were wholly without 
means, upon induction into office, were 
soon in affluent circumstances and inde- 
pendent positions financially, and this, 
too, notwithstanding the fact that the sal- 
ary of such official was only $25: per 
month. 

“Convincing documentary evidence was 
unearthed proving that the sum of $145.- 
000 was placed in escrow in a bank in this 
city to be paid to the members of the 
Municipal Assembly of St. Louis upon 
the passage of a valuable franchise or- 
dinance. 

“This ordinance failed, and a second 
bill was introduced, upon the passage of 
which the sum of about $250,000 was dis- 
tributed among these members. 

“After the passage of this ordinance 
the franchise was sold for one million two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($1.- 
250,000). The city realized nothing what- 
ever for this franchise. 

“In these matters the statute of limita- 
tion was a bar to the finding of indict- 
ments against nearly all of the guilty par- 
ties. 

“We regret that the grandjury of three 
years ago, which made a fruitless investi- 
gation of the municipal scandal, was un- 
able to secure the evidence which we 
found so readily and which could have 
been more easily obtained at that time. 

“We cannot but believe that if the offi- 
cers whose duty it was at that time to 
prepare and present matters of this kind 
to the indicting body had discharged 
their duty faithfully and vigorously, the 


result would have been different.”

The investigation was the result of the 
ot fa charges printed in the Post-Dis- 
patch.

The Post-Dispatch herewith presents 
facts concerning the manner in which the 
Central Traction bill was passed over the 
mayor’s veto. The facts are such as war- 
rant immediate investigation by the grand- 
jury, and the aitention of that body is 
called to what follows. 

The history of the Central Traction bill 
is a sequel te that of the old North and 
South bill. he scandal contained in that 
measure was fully revealed by the Post- 
Dispatch last summer. 

At that time the men behind the North 
and South bill were not as influential or 
possessed of as much wealth as those who 
any Sener the second scheme—the Cen- 
tral Traction bill. 

The North and South bill was introduced 
as a feeler. Such lobbying as was done 
in its behalf was conducted by John Her- 
mon. No money was id for votes, so far 
as oould be found. ere were frequent 
champagne su pers, distribution of cigars, 
etc. This ‘‘jollying’’ was not enough for 
the members of the House of Delegates and 
the Council, which accounts for the méeas- 
ure not passing over the mayor's veto. 

Now comes the introduction of the Centra] 
Traction bill, having behind it, as stated 
above, men of great influence. The Post- 
Dispatch knows that those men whose 
names have been printed as being at the 
head of the Central Traction bill, only have 
a minor interest. The Post-Dispatch knows 
who the true promoters are, and when the 
facts are revealed, St. Loutsans will be 
astonished to ascertain who really have 
seized control of this city.

Last week David Warfield’s wonderful Po- 
lish Jew dialect held the stage at the Olym- 
pic. This week Mansfield’s French dialect 
has possession of the house. The latter is 
quite as wonderful as the former. 

‘‘Beaucaire’’ is—if some one should ask 
you and you were not there to see for 
yourself—a comedy. It is announced on 
the bills of Mr. Short's playhouse as an 
“original comedy."’ I do not know whether 
this means that it is original with the man 
or whether it is original in 
the line of comedy. 
am inelined to think that it is. But it is 
more than a comedy. It is a comedy with 
melodrama attachments. It is also a come- 
dy of manners and dress and small swords 
and—dialect. But the melodrama, next to 
the dialect, is the most pronounced auxil- 
iary. 
F'rom the very beginning of the play there 
is a whole lot of talk about swords and 
duels. Somebody—Mr. Molyneux, I believe, 
the only gentleman who is astute enough 
to discover the real nobleman in M. Beau- 

caire—begins the talk in the pump house. 
Then he continues it in Beaucaire’s apart- 
ment and laments lest his highness—you 
know Beaueatre is really a “highness’’— 
may get  pinked, because he is not an 
expert swordsman. Finally comes the chal- 
lenge to a duel with the finest swords- 
man in England. We never saw the duel, 
but we heard about it. A gentleman in 
green came to the center of the stage and 
told us how Beaucaire just “played’’ with 
the famous swordsman and in less than 20 
movements made a great hole in his an- 
tagonist’s shoulder 

Then there is more talk about swords 
and in the moonlight there is a great 
fight when a dozen gentlemanly assassins 
jump on M. Beaucaire and are easily beaten 
off by that dexterous Individual. The real 
effect of the work is not seen, however, 
until the last act, when half a dozen more 
cr less maimed gentlemen are paraded 
across the stage to show what a swords- 
man Mr. Mans—I mean M. Beaucaire—is.

Senatof Culberson said the report for- 
warded by the civil governor of Tayabas 
Province, who was formerly a major in the 
volunteer army, had been withheld by Gov. 
Taft from the commititee. The senator de* 
clared the report was withheld because in 
it the govérnor severely criticized the mill- 
tary government: 

This is the report referred to in the cor- 
respondence between Gen. Miles, and Sec- 
retary Root. 


“I don’t care about the controversy be- 
tween Gen. Miles and the secretary,” said 
Mr. Culberson, ‘‘but I submit that the gov- 
ernor of the archipelago ought not to be 
allowed to violate the rules of the eom- 
mittee. In accordance with the under- 
standing with Gov. Taft,.we should have 
this report. He ought not to be allowed 
to withhold it.’’ 

Senator Culberson added that the report 
had been received by Gov. Tafi while he 
was before the committee. He understood, 
he said, that the report had been withheld 
for the purpose of procuring a statement 
with which to parry it, but he objected “o 
what he characterized the effort of the sec- 
retary of war to direct and control the 
proceedings of a committee of the Sena-e. 

Senator Rawlins said the Tayabas gov- 
ernor had been seized and imprisoned with 
the other members of his government, and 
he declared he had no doubt that this ac- 
tion was inspired by resentment at the 
character of his‘ report. 4 

Senator Lodge. chairman of the commit- } 
tee, said he had first heard of the sup- 
— report in a letter from Secretary 

oot. The report, he said, had been sup- 
pressed because the Tayabas governor 
made the most sweeping and _ serious 
charges, and it was desired to have Gen.

Plain the suicide of James Whitfield, sport- 
ing editor of the Kansas City Star and 
president of the Western Basebal] League, 
have not resulted satisfactorily. Mr. Whit- 
field was a2 man of considerable income, 
derived from various investments, and there 
seems to have been no financial obligation 
on his part that he could not have disposed 
of in a short time. It is estimated that his 
receipts from various sources were annually 
$8000 to $10,000. 

The explanation of his action giving finan- 
clal troubles as an excuse is now being 
given heed by his friends, who believe 
that he took his life in a fit of temporary 
mental aberration. 


Had Spells of 
Absentmindedness. 

Mr. Whitfield was 47 years old and was 
subject to spells of prolonged absent r@gnd- 
edness. It is told of him that on one oc- 
ecasion he had arranged a prize fight to 
take place about 25 miles out of Kansas 


City. When the fighters and the crowd 
reached the appointed place and the men 
Se + for the fray it was discovered that 
Whitfield had seayorcen to bring a set ot 
gioves. A s&s jal train had to be dis- 
ratched all the way to the city to bring 
the necessaries. ’ 

Mr. Whitfield was well known in sporting 
circles throughout the West. For the past 
ten years he has been in charge of the de- 
wigan ong of the Star. and in that capacity 

always kept in touch with the politics 
of the national game. He was actively en- 
gaged in baseball as early as tke 80s. He 
was one of the organizers of the original 
Western League and was its first president. 
In 1886 his presence at the National League 
meetings in Chicago and New York and his 
pleas for Kansas City on those occasions 
won for it its first and only franchise in the 
big League. 


Tornado Wrecked 


Grand Stand. 
Mr. Whitfield was made secretary of the 
club, The tornado in May of that year 


spoiled the team’s chances of making 
money by destroying the grandstand and 
flooding the diamond. In 1888 Mr. Whitfield 
again acted as Kansas City’s representa- 
tive, this time at the American Association’s 
meetings in Cincinnati and New York, and 
he was again successful in securing what 
he went after, a franchise for Kansas City. 
That was his last active appearance in the 
baséball field until he was elected president 
of the present Western League at St. Jos- 
eph last winter. 


New League 
Work Great. 

The work of organizing the new league 
proved very great, and since he decided to 
lead the league that is fighting the Amer- 
ican Association, Mr. Whitfield had toiled 
night and day. Recently the tax upon him 
began to tell, and for the past two weeks

JUDGE ZIMMERMAN DECIDES IT 
CANNOT BE ENFORCED. 


CONTRADICTS STATE STATUTE. 


Jacob Russell, Who Barred Deputy In- 
spector Becker From His Bak- 
ery, Was Released. 


Judge YZimmermann of the Wyoming 
Street Pclice Court decided Tuesday morn- 
ing that the city factory inspection law 
is contradictory to the state law, and that 
the city inspector and his deputies have 
no right to enter factories and mercantile 
establishments for the purpose of inspec- 
tion. 

Assistant City Attorney Burgess appealed 
the case on behalf of the city. 
the case of Jacob Russell, a baker of 
3000 Cherokee street, brought out the de- 
cision: Russell refused to admit to his 
premises John F. Becker, a deputy factory 
nspector, saying that the state factory in- 
spector had been through the place and had 
collected a fee of $1 and that he would not 
submit to a second examination and tax. 


CITY CONTRADICTS STATE. 


Becker placed a charge of resisting a 
city officer against Russell, and the ase 


was tried a week ago, the decision being 
reserved until Tuesday morning. 

“In this case,.’’ said Judge Zimmerman, 
“the city ordinance is in manifest contra- 
diction of the state statute, and is repug- 
nant to its provisions.”’ 

Russell was discharged. 

The city factory inspector, Pat H. Clarke, 
has been in office for a year past, and 
with the aid of three deputies has been 
making constant inspections. Many com- 
plaints have bean made by those who have 
paid both the city and state officers,. but 
Russell was the first man to test the law 
in court.

Spaniards First Saw Them 
400 Years Ago. 


HAD TROUBLE WITH NATIVES 


a ee ee 


MAGELLAN WAS WOUNDED AND 
DIED THERE. 


For Some Time the Spaniards Were 
Unable to Make Headway Because 
of the Inherent Treachery of 
the Inhabitants. 


WASHINGTON, April * —No portion 
the world is more in the mind of the Amer- 
ican public at the present time than the 
Philippine archipelago, and yet but little 
is popularly known of the history of the 
islands and their people. Their discov>ry 
by the Spanish navigators dates back to 


the early part of the sixteenth centurv. A 
Spanish fleet. under command of Magellan, 
left the port of San Lucar de Barram-da 
on August 10, 1519, taking the direction of 
the Canary isiands, arriving at Rio Janeirv 
on December 13. Following the coast in 
search of the longed-tor passage of the 
Pacific ocean, they entered the Solis river- 
so called because its discoverer. Joao le 
Solis, a Portuguese, was murdered there. 
Its name was afterward changed to that 
of Rio de la Plata (the silver river). 

Continuing their course, the intense co!d 
determined Magellan to winter in the next 
large river, known then as San Julian. 

Tumults arose: some wished to return 
home; others harbored a desire to separate 
from the fleet, but Magellan had sufficient 
tact to persuade the crews to remain with 
him. reminding them of the shame which 
would befall them if they returned only to 
relate their failure. He added that, so far 
as he was concerned, nothing but death 
would deter him from -executing the royal 
commission. 


Mutineers 
Were Punished. 

As to the rebellious captains, 
Cartagena was already put in irons and 
sentenced to be cast ashore with pro- 
visions and a djsaffected French priest for 
a companion. The sentence was carried 


out later on. The Maghallanes sent a boat 
t» each of three of the ships to inquire 
ef the captains whom they served. ‘The 
reply from all was that they were for the 
king and themselves. Thereupon men 
were sent to the Victoria with a letter to 
Mendoza, and while he was reading it they 
rushed on board and stabbed him to death. 
Quesada then brought the ship alongside 
oy the Trinidad, and, with sword and snield 
in hand, called in vain upon his men to 
attack. Maghallanes, with great prompti- 
tude gave orders to board Quesada’s ves- 
sel. The next day it was executed. After 
these yigoreus but justifiable measures 
obedience was assured. 

Still bearing southward within sight of 
the coasi, on Oct. 28, 1520, the expedition 
resched and entered the seaway thence- 
forth Known as the Magellan straits, di- 
viding the island of Tierra del Fuego from 
the mainland of Patagonia. 

On the way one ship had become a total 
wreck and the San Antonio deserted the ex- 
pedition; her captain having been wounded 
and made prisoner by his mutinous officers, 
she was sailed !n the direction of New 
Guinea. The three remaining vessels waited 
for the San Antonio several days and then 
passed through the straits. Great was the 
rejoicing of all when, cn Nov. 26, 1520, they 
found themselves on the Pacific Ovean. [t 
was a memorable day. All doubt was now 
at an end as they cheerfully navigated 
acrogs that broad exnanse cf sea. 


Trouble With 

Natives Followed. 

On March 16, 1521, the Ladrone islands 
were reached. There the ships were 80 
crowded with natives that they were 
obliged to be expelled by force. They stole 
one of the ship’s boats and 90 men were 


sent on shore to recover it. After a bloody 
combat the boat. was regained and the fleet 
continued its course westward. Coasting 
along th2 north of the island of Mindanao, 
they errived at the mouth of the Butuan 
river, where they were supplied with pro- 
visions by the chief. It was Easter week 
and on this shore the first mass was cele- 
brated in the Philippines. The natives 
showed great friendliness, in return for 
which Maghallanes took formal possession 
of their territory in the name of Charles 
I. The chieftain. himself volunteered to 
rilot the shins to a fertile island—the king- 
dom of a relation of his—and passing 
between the island of Bojol and Leyte the 
expedition arrived on April 7 at Cebu, 
where, on receiving the news, over 2000 
men apptared on the beach in battle array, 
with lances and shields. ‘ 

The Butuan chief went on shore and ex- 
vlained that the expedition brought people 
of peace, who sought provisions. The king 
agreed to a treaty and proposed that it 
skentd be ratified according to the native 
formula—drawing blood from the breast_of 
each party, the one drinking that of the 
other. This form of bond was called by the 
Spaniards the pacto de sangre, or the blood 
compact. | 

Maghallanes accepted the conditions and 
a hut was built on shore in which to say 
mass. Then he disembarked with his fol- 
lowers and the king, queen and prince came 
to satisfy their natural curiosity. They ap- 
peared to take great interest in the Chris- 
tian religious rites and received baptism, 
although it would be venturesome to sup- 
pose they understood their meaning, as sub- 
sequent events proved. The princes and 
head men of the district followed their ex- 
ample and swore fealty and obedience to 
the king of Spain. 

Maghallanes (or Magellan), espoused the 
cause of his new allies, who were at war 
with the tribes on the opposite coast, and 
on April 25, 1521, he passed over to Magtan 
island. In the affray he was mortally 
' wounded by an arrow, and thus ended his 
brief but lustrious career, which fills one of 
the most brilliant pages in Spanish annals.

Due to sickness, murder during the revoits 
and the slaughter in Cebu, the exploring 
party, now reduced to 100 souls all told, was 


deemed sufficient to conveniently manage | 
three vessels. It was resolved therefore 0 | 
burn the most dilapidated one—the Concep- | 
clon. At a general council Juan Caraballo | 
was chosen commander-in-chief of the ex- | 
pedition, with Gonzalo de Espinosa as cap- ; 
tain of the Victoria. The royal instructions | 
were read. and it was decided to go to the) 
{sland of Bornu, already known to the Por- | 
tuguese and marked on their charts. On). 
the way they provisioned the ships off the! 
coast of Palauan island and thence navi- 
gated to within ten miles of the capfal 
of Bornu probably Brunel). Here they fell 
in with a number of native canoes, in one 
of which was the king's secretary. There 
was a great noise with the sound of drums 
and trumpets and the ships saluted the 
strangers with their guns. 

The natives came on board. embraced the 
Spaniards as if they were old friends and | 
asked them who they were and what they | 
came for. They replied that they were vas- |, 
sals of the King of Spain and wished to | 
barter goods. Presents were exchanged and 
several of the Spaniards went ashore. They 
were met on the wav by over 2000 armed 
men and safely escor’ed to the King’s quar- 
ters. After satisfying his majesty’s nu- 
merous inquiries, Cavt. Espinosa was per- 
mitted to return with his companions. He 
reported to Caraballo all he had seen and 
in a council it was agreed that the town 
was too large and the armed men too nu- 
as to warrant ‘the safety of a longer 
stay. 

The Natives 
Were Treacherous. 

However, being in need of certain com- 
modities, five men were dispatched to the 
town. As days passed by their prolonged 
absence caused suspicion an anxiety, go the 
Spaniards took in reprisal] the son of the 
King of Luzon Island, who had arrived 
ther to trade, eccompanied by 100 men and 


five women in a large prahu. The prince 
made a solemn vow to see that the five 
Spaniards returned and left two of his wom- 
en and eight chiefs as hostages. Then Car- 
aballo sent a message to the King of Bornu 
intimating that if his people were not liber- 
ated he would seize al] the iunks and mer- 
chandise he might fall in with and kill their 
crews. Thereupon two of the retained 
Spaniards were set free, but in spite of the 
seizure Of craft laden with silk and cotton 
the three men remaining had to be aban- 
doned and the éxpedition set sail. 

For reasons not very clear Caraballo was 
deprived of the supreme command and Espi- 
nosa was appointed in his place, while Juan 
Sebastian Elcano was elected captain of the 
Victoria. With a native pilot captuBed 
from a junk which they met on the way,’ 
the ships shaped their course toward the 
Moluccas islands and Nov. 8, 1521, they ar-j| 
rived at the island of Tidor. Thus the es-| 
sential object of the expedition was ‘gained | 
—the discovery of a western route to the 
Spice islands. 


A Series 
of Disasters. 


The king, richly adorned, went out with 
| his suite to receive and wélcome the Span- 
| iards. He was anxious to barter with them, 
'and when the Trinidad was consequently 


| laden with valuable spices it was discov- 
, ered that she had sprung a leak. Her cargo 
was therefore transferred to the sister ship, 
| While the Trinidad remained in Tidor ior 
| repairs, and Elcano was deputed to make 
‘the voyage home with the Victoria, taking 
the western route of the Portuguese, in 
| Violation of the treaty of Tordesiilas. El- 
'¢ano’s crew consisted of 53 Europeans and 
a dozen natives of Tidor. The Victoria ' 
Started for Spain at the beginning of th> 
vear 1522, passed through the Sunda straits 
/at great risk of being seized by the VYor- 
tuguese, experienced violent storms in the 
' Mozambique channel, was almost wreckrd 
rounding the Cape of Good os ~ a few of 
the crew died—their only ood wus a 
scanty ration of rice—and in their extreme 
distress they put in at Santiago island, off 
'Cape Verde, to procure provisions and beg 
assistance from the Portugues@® governor. 
‘It was Hike jumping into the lion's mouth. 
The governor imprisoned those who went 
to him, in defense of his sovereign’s treaty 
rights; he sefzed the boat which brought 
them ashore, inquired of them where they 
had obtained the cargo and projected the 
capture of the Victoria. 

Capt. Elcano was not slow to compre- 
hend the situation. He raised anchor and 
cleared out of the harbor and, ‘as it had 
he ppened several times befpre, those wno 
bad the misfortune to be sent ashore wcic 
#bandoned by their countrymen.

DEAN OF SHURTLEFF COLLEGE. 


He Had Been for 25 Years One of the 
Leading Baptist Educators 
of the West. 


Rev. Dr. Adin A. Kendrick, dean of the 
school of divinity of Shurtleff College, Up- 
per Alton, Ill., and one of the best-known 
ministers of the Baptist demnomination in 
the West, died suddenly from apoplexy at 


his home on College avenve, eg yon Alton, 
Monday afternoon. He fell while go- 
ing to the telephone to teen a call from 
President McKay of Shurtleff. 

Dr. Kendrick was 66 years old, and until 
one year ago was in active charge of the 
divinity school, of which he remained the 
nominal head until his death. He was 
president of Shurtleff College for 22 years, 
resigning in 18% ‘to become pastor of Im- 
manuel Baptist Church, in Cabanne, St. 
Louis. 

After a pastorate of five years in St. 
Louis he was recalled to Shurtleff as dean 
of the theological school. On Feb. 7, 1901, 
while attending chapel exercises, 
stricken with apoplexy. 

An important part of his service ‘«o the 
institution with which he was so long con- 
nected was made possible by his early legal! 
training. He was a lawyer before becom- 
ing a minister, and practiced law in Wis- 
er a and in 8t. Louis.

Anti-Catholic Clause in English Acces- 
sion Oath Is Objectionable, but 
Will Be Overlooked. 


ROME, April 8.—In spite of the oppo- 
sition of Curdinal Rampolla, the papal 
secretary of state, the Pope has decided to 
send important special missions both to 
the coronation of King Edward and the 


festivities in Spain attendant upon the en- 
throning of King Alfonso. 

The cardinal’s a te to sending the 
mission to England was based on the iact 
that the British Parliament did not change 
the anti-Catholic formula of the accession 
oath, and that Mer. Merry Del Val, whom 
the ‘pontiff designed to be chief of the 
missions, openly refused to go while the 
present wording of the oath is maintained. 

Nevertheless, the mission wiil be sent. 
This will probably arrive in London a few 
heurs after the religious ceremony. This 
wil be a repetition of the diplomatic ma- 
neuver carried out at the a eee mae of 
Czar Nicholas II at Mosco 

The question of the advisability of the 
japal mission te Spain was due to the com- 
promise effected by the Queen Regent in 
naming ‘the Spanish ambassador to «he 
Vatican as her representative at the Pope’s 
jubilee. 

Under ordinary circumstances, 4 royal 
prince would have been appointed, but he 
would have been obliged to also go to the 
Quirinal, thus creating a situation full of 
unpleasant possibilbies. ; 

he Pope was much displeased at this 
step, and ye to be represented at Kin 
Alfonso’s majority festivities by the papal 
nuncio at Madrid. 

The issue was smoothed over, however, 
and it is now understood that ‘Spain will 
send a grandee with an impor-ant retinue 
specially to invite the Pope to send a repre- 
sentative who probably will be Cardinal 
Vannutelli or Cardinal Cretoni, both for- 
mer nuncios at Madrid.
